up out of Ireland upon other Service ; however, 
there is a Kingdoin gained for twenty fix hun- 
dred thouſand pounds, which 1s ſuppoſed to be 
worth a hundred times that value ; and more- 
over England earmot be well, nor ſafe without 


Iriand be under its Obedience, Alſo again 


conſider, that there will be in doing this a 
brave Army made and diſciplin'd to gain France,
